My Asso cia ted Pr^ss Lta setl Wire 
W ashington, July 22.—D eclaring it it 
not the league of nations, but the big 
live, to which the peace treaty gives re 
sp onsibility for effecting th e term s of 
peace, Senator Moses, New H am p shire, 
a rep ublican of foreign relations com 
m ittee, told the senate today th at by a c ­ 
cep ting the role of a p rincip al powei 
as defined in the treaty, th e United 
S tates would embroil itself for tnanj 
yea rs to come in the troubles of E urop e 
T he senator siUd th a t while the league 
covenant was bad enough oth er p rovis 
ions were worse. 
Consider M any T hings. 
“ In this trea ty,” said S enator Moses
